Production ceased Tuesday after 
Doxsee’s owner, Borden Inc., made 
public its intentions to close the 
ocal plant. Borden plans to con- 
solidate the Terre Haute plany with 
Doxsee operations in Baltimore, 
Brundidge. Ala., and Cramerton, 
N.C., company spokesman Maurice 
O'Reilly said. 

The Terre Haute plant was 
purchased by Borden in 1986 as 
part of its acquisition of Doxsee 
Food Corp. based in Baltimore. 

Borden recently announced it 
was buying Snacktime Co., which 
has its Chesty Food Division at 500 
S. Ninth St. 

The local Doxsee plant produced

yonnaise, mustard, salad dress- 
ing and sauces. Its customers 
included food-service establish- 
ments and some retail trade, 
Lindsey said. 

Local employees worked 
Wednesday disassembling and 
preparing machinery, equipment 
and supplies for shipment to 
Baltimore, Lindsey said. 

The phaseout of operations in 
Terre Haute should be complete by 
September, Doxsee General 
Manager Bob Davis said. 

An employee said local workers 
expect to have all jobs completed 
within two weeks — “no later than 

g. 1” — well ahead of the 
September date mentioned by 


Terre Haute plant were cited by 
Davis as reasons for the plant 
closing. 
Listbey said the local plant is an 
old, large building with old equip- 
ment, and the capital necessary to 
update the facility was too high. 
Announcement of the closing

came as a surprise to local Doxsee 
employees. One worker said there 
was no noticeable decline in 
production and, in recent months, 
there were times “when we were 
covered up.” 

Borden will provide severance 
benefits and arrange with the 
Western Indiana Private Industry 
Council to provide released 
employees with outplacement 
services, Lindsey said. 

Severance pay amounts to one 
day's pay for each year of service. 
There was no report of early 
retirement offers or other benefits, 
a worker said. 

Vigo County property-tax re- 
cords show the company pays 
nearly $65,000 per year in property 
taxes. The building has an assessed 
value of $90,050 and land is on the 
county books at $2,160. Annual tax 
on building and land amounts to 
$13,552. A couple of vacant lots 
accounts for another $111 in 
property taxes. Doxsee’s personal 
property is assessed at $369,170 for 
an annual tax bill of $50,255. 
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
